THE LATEST. 

Dispatches from the Manchurian 
campaign say that the Japanese on 
Sunday crossed the Shakhe river and 
that after desperate fighting the Rus¬ 
sians remain In possession of Da and 
Che passes. The losses on both sides 
are said to have been heavy. The 
movements of the Japanese indicate 
that they are planning a demonstra¬ 
tion against the Russian center. 

The Senate yesterday closed the Im¬ 
peachment trial of Judge Charles 
Swayne, of Florida, by acquitting him 
on all the articles presented by the 
House.

ENGAGE RUSSIANS IN DESPER¬ 
ATE BAYONET FIGHTING. 


PREPARING FOR MOVEMENT 


Against Russian Center, But Kuro- 
patkin Believes His Army 
Can Repel It. 


STATEMENT BY MR. HAY. 

No Request To Submit Any Peace 
Proposals To Russia. 

Washington, Feb. 27.—To set at rest 
rumors which have been printed re¬ 
cently to the great annoyance of the 
Japanese Legation here, respecting ne¬ 
gotiations for peace. It was authorita¬ 
tively announced at the State Depart¬ 
ment to-day that: 

The Government of the United 
States has never received from the Jap¬ 
anese Government any request to lay 
propositions of peace before the Rus¬ 
sian Government, and, of course, has 
never. In any manner, directly or In¬ 
directly, approached the Russian Gov¬ 
ernment on the subject." 

This statement was made directly 
after Mr. Takahtra, the Japanese Min¬ 
ister. had conferred with Secretary 
Hay. As the Minister was leaving the 
Department he announced that he had 
no news of peace. 

STRINGENT MEASURES 


HEAVY FIRING IN PROGRESS. 


SL Petersburg, Feb. 26. 2:15 ft. m.— 
According to the Associated Press dis¬ 
patches from Mukden the Japanese 
Sunday evening crossed the Shakhe 
river, but the place of crossing was 
eliminated by the censor. The advance 
was checked by Russian re-enforce¬ 
ments. This is the most Important news 
from the scene of war to-night. Fight¬ 
ing la continuing on the Russian left 
flank, with Indications that the Japan¬ 
ese are planning a demonstration 
against the center, but the Russians 
believe their positions are impregnable. 

IMPORTANT PASSES 


Reported to Have Been Captured By 
the Japanese. 

Mukden, Feb. 26.—The Russians re¬ 
port that the Japanese are In possession 
of Taling and also the pass between 
Taling and Katoullng. The possession 
of Taling threatens Fusham, Ttehllng 
and Hiegeaaway. 

Taling is regarded as of the same 
consequence to the Japanese In their 
operations against Mukden as was 
Motieling In relation to Liao Yang. 

In case the Japanese push on from 
the Southeast tlhedr operations will be 
among the hills.

Swayne On Every Charge 
Made By the House. 


Are Being Adopted In Russia To End 
Railway Strikes. 

^3t. Petersburg. Feb. 26, 2:15 a. m.— 
How greatly the prosecution of the 
war Is embarrassed by the Internal sit 
nation Is mnde manifest by the excep¬ 
tional measures Inaugurated to break 
the railroad strike on lines vital for the 
transportation of provisions, troops and 
munitions. The demands of the men 
in the matter of wages have been 
granted on Government roads, and the 
same point has been conceded In the 
case of employes of Government arse¬ 
nals and arms and munitions factories. 
In addition a statute has been found 
under which striking railroad employes 
In time of war are subject to arrest 
and punishment by martial law, and 
Prince Hilkoff. Minister of Railroads 
and Communications, has formally no 
tiffed all railroad strikers of the pf*n 
alty under this law if they interfere 
with military trains. 

Preparations are betng made to man 
the Moscorw-Brest line, which must be 
kept open, with soldiers trained for the 
operations of railroads. There are sev¬ 
eral such battalions in the Russian 
army, and these are being recruited to 
double their ordinary strength.

At Che and Da Passes Which Are 
Held By the Russians. 

Madyadnni, Manchuria, Feb. 27.— 
After fighting of the most desperate 
nature the Russians remained yester¬ 
day evening In possession of Che and 
Da Passes, against which the Japanese 
had been flinging themselves madly 
from noon until dark. The Russians, 
who were greatly outnumbered, sus 
tatned repeated attacks, some units 
losing as high as 70 per cent. In killed 
or wounded In hand-to-hand fighting 
with the bayonet, to which they were 
reduced, owing to having fired their 
last bullets. In order to hold Da Pass 
the last reserves were sent to the firing 
line. The .Japanese turning operation 
In the region of Gauto Pass was 
checked by a battalion of Russian in¬ 
fantry and several squadrons of cav¬ 
alry. who repulsed the Japanese with 
heavy loss. 

The Japanese also tried to advance 
on Nangou and Vanupudaf, but were 
repulsed.

Naval BUI Taken Up. 


PASSAGE OF THE NAVAL BILL. 


Washington, Feb. 27.—The Senate to¬ 
day concluded the impeachment trial 
of Judge Swayne by acquitting him 
on all the charges made against him 
In the articles of impeachment pre¬ 
sented by the House, and then passed 
the Naval Appropriation Bill, 

The voting on the Swayne case began 
at 10:10 o'clock, twenty minutes after 
the Senate convened, and continued 
until 11:45. There was no discussion, 
all the time being consumed In taking 
the twelve votes necessary to dispose 
of each of the articles. The highest 
vote for Impeachment was thirty-five 
votes, and the lowest against It was 
forty-seven. On the two articles charg¬ 
ing the use of private railroad cars 
only thirteen votes were cast for con¬ 
viction. The larger votes were largely 
along party lines.

The First Article. 


Washington Is excited over a report 
that negroes will attend the Inaugural 
ball in large numbers.

The Rivers and Harbors Bill was re¬ 
ported to the Senate last evening by 
the Committee on Commerce. The bill 
as reported carries only about $4,000,000 
In excess of the House measure. An ef 
fort will be made to bring It up Wednes¬ 
day for consideration. 


The House yeafterday passed the Sun 
dry Civil Appropriation Bill. Represen¬ 
tative Burton, of Ohio, after a hare! 
fight put through an amendment requir¬ 
ing the use of granite in the construc¬ 
tion of the public building at Cleveland, 
his home city. 

EHeven negroes were killed and over 
fifty Injured by the collapse of the floor 
of an African Methodist Episcopal 
church In New York. They were await¬ 
ing the arrival of a funeral cortege at 
the time. 

Maxim Gorky was released from 
prison In St. Petersburg yesterday on 
12,600 ball, but was rearrested at the 
fortress gates and will be deported to 
some distant city or province. 


The present operations commenced 
February 19, when the Japanese made 
night attack on ITaba pass, seven 
miles south of Tslnketehen. On Feb¬ 
ruary 20, they attacked Vanze pass, 
seven miles southeast of the Tslnket- 
# chen positions, which themselves are 
far in advance of the general front of 
the army. The Russians made a coun¬ 
ter attack February 21 and temporar¬ 
ily gained ground, but In the evening 
of February 22 In the face of superior 
numbers they were flanked and retired 
on the fortified line at Tslnketehen. 

The Japanese stormed Beresnlff hill, 
throughout February 23, simultaneous¬ 
ly enfilading the Tslnketehen positions 
with artillery and outflanking the Rus¬ 
sian Infantry. 

The Russians evacuated Tslnketehen 
February 24 and retired fighting a stub¬ 
born rear guard action and halting at 
Da and Che passes. 


SHAKHE RIVER CROSSED. 


New York, Feb. 27.—Eleven persona 
were killed and upwards jot fifty In¬ 
jured, some* probably fatally, by the 
collapse of the flooring of the Fleet- 
street Africaji Methodist Episcopal 
church In Brooklyn to-night. Of those 
killed' ten were women, two men and 
one child. 

The building was an ancient ram¬ 
shackle frame structure erected sixty 
years ago in the heart of the colored 
section of Brooklyn In Fleet street, 
near Myrtle avenue. 

Arrangements had been made to¬ 
night to hold funeral services of one 
of the older members of the church, 
and the auditorium, which is on the 
second floor of the building, the ground 
floor being used by the 8unday-schooi, 
was crowded with an audience of up¬ 
wards of 300 persons, of whom the ma¬ 
jority were women. 

The congregation was waiting In si¬ 
lence for the arrival of the body, and 
Pastor Jacobs was standing at the 
altar awaiting the summons to meet 
the funeral procession at the door, 
when a splintering of timbers was 
heard and In an Instant the half of the 
auditorium nearest the door collapsed, 
carrying down more than a hundred 
persons, who were crushed in the 
wreckage of the flooring and pews. A 
great volume of dust for a few mo¬ 
ments hid the victims from view. The 
remainder of the congregation, finding 
themselves cut off from the door and 
expecting every instant that the rest 
of the flooring would collapse under 
them, fought madly to reach the win¬ 
dows and In some instances leaped 
from them and sustained serious In¬ 
juries. 

The cause of the collapse was the 
decayed condition of the beams and 
supports of the floors. 


The trial preliminaries required only 
ten minutes. The first article of Im 
peachment then was read and the vote 
taken on it. 

In this article Judge Swayne was 
charged with making a false certificate 
for expenses while holding court at 
Waco. Tex. 

“Senators,” said the presiding officer 
when the article wm read, “how say 
you? Is the respondent. Charles 
Swayne, guilty or not guilty as charged 
In this article?" 

The calling of the roll by the Secre¬ 
tary was then begun. Mr. Aldrich’s 
name was first. He was not present, so 
that the first Senator to rise In response 
to the call was Mr. Alger, who voted 
"not guilty" in clear and distinct tone*, 
He was followed immediately In the 
negative by Messrs. AJlison, Alee and 
Ankeny, all pronouncing the verdict 
while standing. All are Republicans.

The Nnval Bill was discussed by 
Messrs. Gorman, McCumbor, Black¬ 
burn.

Mr. Blackburn said the battleship’s 
fighting qualities have not been estab¬ 
lished. Japan’s destruction of the Rus¬ 
sian navy had not been accomplished 
with battleships. "Japan had but four, 
Russia had fourteen, and where are 
they now? Yet the'y were not destroy¬ 
ed by the craft of their class," he said.

"Every time we build a new battle¬ 
ship w*e have a new spasm of terror, 
arid so every time we have r new 
spasm we build a new ship." said Mr.

Jap Movements Indicate Attack On

Mukden, Feb. 27—The Japanese 
crossed the Shakhe river last evening, 
having driven In the pickets of the Ru.s 
slan vanguard. Russian supports came 
up and stopped the Japanese advance. 

On the right flank all Is quiet, but 
movements of the Japanese Indicate nn 
Intention of attacking the Russian cen¬ 
ter, at least In a way of demonstration. 

Heavy firing continued to-day to the 
eastward. 

The soldiers of the Tslnketehen 
division are In good spirits, In spite of 
the heavy losses they have sustained, 
and the necessity which compelled 
them to retreat. They are encouraged 
by the execution they wrought trpon 
Che Japanese, whose bodies were piled 
In heap* outside the redoubts at Berea- 
neff Hill and the trenches at Tslnk- 
etchen.

Under the rule requiring a two-thirds 
vote to convict, 55 votes In the affirma¬ 
tive would have been necessary to con¬ 
vict. As this vote was almost reversed. 
Judge Swayne was pronounced to be 
not guilty. The chair announced this 
to be the result, saying: 

"On Article 1 of the Impeachment of 
Judge Swayne 33 Senators have voted

A few days ago a woman prominent 
In social circles was shopping In one of 
the largest department stores In this 
city. At the adjoining counter were 
three negro women who were purchas¬ 
ing gaudy gowns, and giving directions 
for certain alterations. They did not 
conceal the fact that they were going 
to the Inaugural ball, and so Informed 
the clerk who waited upon them. 

Members of the Inaugural Committee 
In charge of the sale of ball tickets, 
when questioned on this subject to-day 
by an Evening Telegram reporter, ad¬ 
mitted that the negroes were buying 
tickets for the ball. 

It Is said that there is no way of 
drawing the color line In the sale of 
tickets. Heretofore the attendance of 
negroes at an Inaugural ball has been 
very small, because many of them re¬ 
gard $5 as a big price to pay for an 
effort to cultivate social equality.

POLICEMAN'S AWFUL CRIME. 


Escapes In the Midst of & Chicago 
Crowd, But Later Commits 
Suicide. 


CESERTED FOR MEMBER

Chicago. Feb. 27—Miss Mary Cath¬ 
erine Mulvell. nn heiress, was murdered 
to-day by Daniel Herman, a policeman, 
whose low she had refused. The crime 
was committed In the most fashionable 
part of Michigan boulevard at a time 
when the avenue was filled with pedes¬ 
trians and carriages. Herman, tfter 
killing the young woman, mad* h!» es¬ 
cape, and to-night committed suicide 
in a lodging house at 3165 Archer ave¬ 
nue by shooting himself through the 
brain with five same revolver wkh 
which he had killed Miss Mulvell.

The rearrest also 
was the net of the all-powerful Gover¬ 
nor General, who Is unw’illtng to allow 
such a firebrand to be at large In the 
capital, of which he Is practically the 
supreme ruler.

Gorky’s Disappointment. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—The Commerce Committee to¬ 
night reported to the Senate the Rivers 
and Harbors Bill. There was a big sur¬ 
prise among members when the bill 
came in. It was thought It would be 
held until at least Wednesday, In order 
that members would have a chance to 
appear before It .and urge their claims. 
On the contrary, Senator Frye and Sen¬ 
ator Elkins at the afternoon session 
told their fellow-members that the 
longer the bill stayed In committee the 
more It would be amended, and conse¬ 
quently the less time w’ould be avail¬ 
able for its consideration. The bill was 
hurriedly finished up by the clerks of 
the committee and turned In. Many of 
the amendments which w'ere placed on 
the bill Saturday were taken off and 
the measure, as reported, only carries 
$4,000,000 more than the House measure. 

Senator Blackburn, of Kentucky, 
alarmed at reports to the effect that 
the Kentucky end of the Cumberland 
river appropriation was to be either 
reduced or stricken from the bill, ap¬ 
peared before t^e committee at Its 
early morning session and obtained as¬ 
surances that whatever was given to 
the lower Cumberland, the upper river 
would not be affected. The committee 
was as good as Us word. The bill as 
reported doss not change the House 
appropriations. The Tennessee Sena¬ 
tors have, however, secured $100,000 for 
Improving the Cumberland between 
Nashville and Carthage. They wanted 
$300,000. but the committee could not 
see Its way clear to allow* thla sum. 
It Is reported on the House side that 
Chairman Burton will be against this 
amendment and insist upon Its being 
stricken out. A member of the House 
Committee said to-night that w*hen the 
bill was before the House Committee 
Chairman Burton went over the lower 
Cumberland project fully with hts fel¬ 
low members and expressed the opinion 
that the bill should not contain any¬ 
thing more than he placed In the meas¬ 
ure as reported to the House. It Is 
therefore very doubtful If this amendr 
ment stands.

JAMES HARGIS’ PROPOSITION * 

For Having Cases Against Him Tried 
In Breathitt. 

Lexington, Ky., Feb.- 27.—[Special.1— 
In discussing the case now before the 
Court of Appeals as to the question of 
Jurisdiction between Fayette and 
Breathitt count lea, County Judge 
James Hargis, of Breathitt county, 
made a proposition to Commonwealth's 
Attorney John R. Allen in this city 
Sunday night In which he said h’ was 
willing to rest his case for the alleged 
murder of James Coekrlll. This propo¬ 
sition was not made direct to Col. Al¬ 
len, but was made to a personal friend 
for the purpose of communicating It 
to Col. Allen. Judge Hargis snld: 

’’Let the ease against me be tried 
In Breathitt county, before any Circuit 
Judge In the State whom Col. Allen 
shall select; I will also agree that Col. 
Allen shall name the elisor whose duty 
It shall be to summon the Jury that Is 
to determine the facts. The only stip¬ 
ulation that I have to make Is that the 
Jury shall be composed of men who 
have never sold their votes In an elec¬ 
tion and who pay at least $20 a year 
In State and county taxes. J am of 
the opinion that such action would 
settle the cry of the Juries being parked 
In Breathitt county, and I am willing 
that Col. Allen shall como to Breathitt 
county and prosecute the case. If such 
an agreement can be made I bind my¬ 
self not to object to a single man on 
the Jury, and 1 will have no fear of 
the result at the hands of such a 
Jury.” 

Continuing, Judge Hargis said that 
he had no serious objection to being 
tried In Fnyette county except the fact 
that he did not want to be brought 
here and lodged In Jail for perhaps an 
Indefinite period, and that was the only 
reason he was making his fight against 
this county having Jurisdiction. Ac¬ 
cording tn a statement made here this 
morning by an attorney Interested in 
the case before the Court of Appeals, 
even* overture has been made to Col. 
Allen to guarantee to gran* the accus *d 
men ball. In which case they would 
readily submit to the bench warrants 
from the Fayette Circuit Court and 
come before Judge Parker at once and 
allow him to name the amount of ball 
required. 

When the Indictments wero first re¬ 
turned in this county and Just after the 
Special Bailiff from this court had been 
to Jackson to arrest the Indicted men, 
the first overture was made to Col. 
Allen to promise to allow the men to 
give ball, but to this overture, as to 
all others, he has turned a deaf ear and 
stated that the men would first have 
to answer In person to the Judge of the 
Fayette Circuit Court before the grant¬ 
ing of bail could be determined. 

When seen to-day and asked about 
the proposition made to him by Judge 
Hargis Col. Allen refused to discuss 
It. except to say that It was the most 
absurd proposition he had ever heard 
and entirely too silly for hitn to even 
think of considering. Col Allen Is un¬ 
derstood to take the position that there 
Is no reason why he should not apply 
the same rule to the Hargises as to any 
other prisoners charged with murder.

Bowling Green, Ky., Feb. 27.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—The StAte Board of Health la In 
receipt of encouraging news from Trigs 
county, regarding the smallpox situa¬ 
tion. A general quarantine has been 
Issued against the county, but was Bus- 
pended for ten days, allowing time for 
the officers and citizens to moke uni¬ 
versal vaccinations, and attempt to get 
the epidemic under control, thus ren¬ 
dering the quarantine unnecessary. Dr. 
McCormack received news over the tel¬ 
ephone to-day that a largely-attended 
mass-meeting of the citizens of the 
county had been held at Cadiz, and 
that tho sense of the meeting was that 
the citizens Join the Fiscal Court and 
County Board of Health in their ef¬ 
forts to secure the vaccination of the 
entire population of the county before 
the specified ten days had expired. 

The Board of Health of Warren coun 
ty has put in effect a strict quarantine 
against unvacclnated persons coming 
from the adjoining county of Simpson, 
where smallpox Is prevalent. It Is 
said that authorities of Slmp 9 on are 
adopting all means to have the popu¬ 
lation submit to vecclnation. and thus 
"stamp out the disease. A man has beep 
^employed to see that the quarantine Is 
not violated, and will be constantly ac¬ 
tive to prevent the arrival of perrons 
who have not submitted to vaccination 
coming from that county. The disease 
in Simpson is confined almost exclus¬ 
ively to the colored population, and 
members of that race will be submitted 
to the closest scrutiny before being al¬ 
lowed tip come into this county.

Two more privato relief bills were 
vetoed by Gov. Hanly to-day, the 
ground being the same as that given 
in the ’ three similar bills that were 
vetoed last week—that they were 
against public policy and also that they 
were unconstitutional. One, Senate 
Bill No. 160. was for the relief of Henry 
Hostteter. a township trustee of Clear 
Spring township, Lagrange county, 
who lost township funds in the failure 
of the Ellison bank. The other, Sen¬ 
ate Bill No. 174. was for the relief of 
William Watters, the I^agrunge county 
treasurer, who lost funds In the same 
failure. 


SEVENTH SATELLITE 

Of Jupiter Discovered By Astronomer 
At Lick Observatory. 

San FrmclfNvy Feb. 27—W. W. 
Campbell, director of Lick Observatory, 
announced to-day thwt another satellite 
of Jupiter had been discovered by As¬ 
sistant Astronomer Perrins, of Lick 
Observatory staff. It will be known as 
the seventh satellite. v 

The discovery was actually made op 
January 6 , but announcement was not 
made until the present time.

STATEMENT OF E. A. DRAKE 


AS TO ORDERS OF CAN AX COM¬ 
MISSIONERS. 


NEW LEAD IS STRUCK. 


Washington. Feb. 27—After declaring 
its Investigation of the Panama Rail¬ 
road Company closed Inst week the 
special subcommittee of the House 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce to-day struck a new lead 
which was pursued with vigor In an 
examination of Vice President E. A. 
Drake, and Alfred Anderson, purchas¬ 
ing agent of the road. It developed 
that for six months, beginning early In 
May of last year, the railroad company 
had acted as the purchasing agent for 
the Isthmian Canal Commission, and 
that a total of $215,000 worth of sup¬ 
plies had been purchased In this man¬ 
ner without public advertisement for 
bids. 

• • • 

Violation of President’s Instructions. 


This Is regarded os a violation of 
paragraph four of President Roose¬ 
velt’s letter of Instructions to the com¬ 
mittee under date of May 9, 1904, which 
makes It the duty of the commission: 

“To make and cause to be executed, 
after due advertisement, all necessary 
contracts for any and all kind* of en¬ 
gineering and construction works.” 

In detailing to the committee how It 
happened that the railroad had made 
purchases for the commission, Mr. 
Drake said that shortly after the rail¬ 
road property was transferred, or after 
the stock had been acquired and Just 
prior to the transfer of the road to the 
Government, Gen. Davis and MaJ. 
Brooke required certain supplies for 
which they made requisition on Ad¬ 
miral Walker, chairman of the com¬ 
mission. 

• • • 

Thought It the Proper Thing. 


“The chairman had recently been 
elected a director,” he continued, “and 
was at the office and with the general 
Idea that the railroad wns about to be¬ 
come a part of the Government’s prop¬ 
erty. he availed himself of its facilities 
for purchasing supplies.” 

“These were called emergency ma¬ 
terials?” queried Mr. Townsend. 

“At that time they were not/* an¬ 
swered Mr. Drake, who then gave a de¬ 
tailed account of the class of suppllep 
purchased, a large part of which was 
lumber. A hurry order from Gen. Davis 
for various utensils as a special order 
was filled. 

In making these purchases the offi¬ 
cers of the road followed the practice 
which always had been pursued, name¬ 
ly, asking bids by letter from several 
firms. In this case a list of eighty- 
seven firms was made up from a much 
larger list of firms, and all supplies 
bought were from these firms, in emer¬ 
gency cases no bids whatever were 
asked. The first $18,000 worth of sup¬ 
plies wero paid for directly by the rail¬ 
road. after which the commission paid 
the bills.

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CAREER ENDED 


GEORGE S. BOUTWELL DEAD AT 
EIGHTY-SEVEN. 


KERR’S 


Was In Public Life For Sixty Years 
and One of the Original 
Republicans. 


Groton, Mass,, Feb. 27.—After an Ill¬ 
ness of a few days. George Sewall 
Bout well, former Governor of Massa¬ 
chusetts. and former United States Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury, died at bis home 
here to-day. aged eighty-seven years. 
He was stricken wi,th pneumonia last 
Friday night, and owing to his extreme 
age was unable .to pally. For more than 
slxxy years Mr. Boutwell has been In 
public life, beginning his career as a 
lecturer at the age of nineteen. At 
twenty-four he was elected to the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Legislature, and at thirty- 
three he was chosen Governor of the 
s*UHte. Although elected to these offices 
as a Dtjnvcvr.it, Mr. Bou'twel! be.-ame 
active In the organization of the Repub¬ 
lican party. 

He was a personal friend of President 
Lincoln. Mr. Boutwell was an outspo¬ 
ken Abolition 1st. He served in the na¬ 
tional House of Representatives from 
1862 to 1868 Inclusive, and was a mem¬ 
ber of the committee which reported 
the Fourteenth amendment, ani con¬ 
ducted the* debate in the House. He 
was Secretary of the Treasury in Pres¬ 
ident Grant’s first Cabinet. In 1878 Mr. 
Boutwell wag elected to the United 
States Semite, where he served for six 
years. Mr. Boutwell was among the 
mopt earnest opponents of the Spanish 
war. In fact, so strong was his con¬ 
viction that after the war was declared 
he left the Republ’can party and with 
the formation of the Antl-Imperlallst 
League became *ts president, which of¬ 
fice he held at the time of hls death 

Mr. Boutwell was the author of books 
on poUtlcs and finance,

How Old Is Aphrodite? 

The olrl braln-rncker, “How old Is 
Ann?*' was not a circumstances to the 
question which has been agitating art 
* circles In, New York for more than a 
■week. There has been exhibited at the 
National Arts Club a nude female 
statue which has been dubbed Aphro¬ 
dite, or Venus, and attributed to Prax¬ 
iteles. though there are those who treat 
this theory with derision. It Is con¬ 
ceded, however, that the statue Is a 
beautiful work of art. 

This statue la the property of Mr. 
Frederick Linton, an Englishman, de¬ 
scribed as a globe-trotter and collector 
of old masters for more than thirty 
years. His statement of the way In 
which the statue came Into his posses¬ 
sion Is mysterious enough to awaken 
Interest, but it also exctte9 doubt He 
says It was brought to his notice twen¬ 
ty years ago In a seaport, and that 
after having It examined by French 
and Italian experts he bought it. He 
excuses himself from giving more par¬ 
ticulars by the plea that tvhen he pur¬ 
chased It on the deck of a ship In Italy 
from two sailors he was put under the 
most sacred oath not to reveal whence 
It came, because Mf It w^re known It 
would reveal to the Government of the 
country from which It was obtained 
the secret, and put the men who sold 
It to all sorts of trouble. He declares 
that he never sold a bit of statuary in 
his life, and his offer to sell this was 
not of his own initiation, but at the 
suggestion of friends that he give 
Americans a chance to get It for one of 
their museums. He considers himself 
almost an American, having an Amer¬ 
ican wife and owning extensive oil 
lands in Virginia. West Virginia. Ne¬ 
braska and other States. He thinks 
this Aphrodite Is the greatest , piece of 
ancient Greek art In the world. \ 
Praxiteles flourished about 384 years 
B. C. Not much Is known of his per¬ 
sonal history, and only a few of his 
works are extant- He left two statues 
of Aphrodite, but they have disap¬ 
peared. One of these, at Cnidus, was 
so much esteemed that a dealer offered 
to pay the debt of the city, which was 
large, if the statue were surrendered to 
him, but the offer was refused. It Is 
argued by many .that the Linton 
statue Is too perfect and shows too 
few marks of time to be an original 
work of Praxiteles. Whether It Is of 
Parian or Pentelic marble, as claimed. 
Is ajsp doubted, and It Is suggested that 
It be subjected to tests to determine 
this point. Several art experts, how¬ 
ever. have examined It, and expressed 
the opinion that it Is ancient, though 
without committing themselves defi¬ 
nitely to the opinion that It is an orig¬ 
inal work by Praxiteles. An art dealer 
in New York, an Italian, says that, 
knowing the skill of some of the sculp¬ 
tors In Italy, ho sees nothing In the 
statue to convince him that It Is not a 
modern work, though possibly it may 
date back a hundred years. The marble 
may be ancient, but antique marble 
does not make an antique statue. 

The Industry and Ingenuity of the 
men engaged in the manufacture of 
counterfeit antiques and curios have 
been so pronounced that art experts 
are shy about Indorsing the genuine 
ness of such finds, especially when an 
air of mystery Is thrown around them. 
There have been so many notabte 
frauds of this sort, some of which were 
mporarlly successful, that it is haz- 
Jou8 to give a hasty opinion. Cases 
known where experts themselves 
been Interested in such frauds, 
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and a few years ago an eminent Greek 
professor was sentenced to penal serv¬ 
itude for complicity In them. 

This controversy Is rather hazardous 
to the fame of such old masters ns 
Praxiteles. Here Is a piece of work 
which some experts think Is from the 
chisel of the greatest of ancient sculp¬ 
tors, while others evidently think it is 
a forgery perpetrated by n model Ital¬ 
ian workman, who presumably, is not 
much better than a mere artisan. This 
speaks badly for the internal evidence 
which a work of art ought to furnish. 
Can it be that Praxiteles Is so much 
overrated that his work cannot be dis¬ 
tinguished from that of a common 
forger? Such would seem a legitimate 
conclusion from the declarations of the 
experts who Insist that the history of I 
the statue Is essential to determine Its 
genuineness and merit. 

Judge Swayne's Acquittal. 

The result of the trial of impeach¬ 
ment, before the Senate, of Judge 
Charles S. Swayne, District Judge of 
the United States for the Northern Dis¬ 
trict of Florida, will create no surprise 
among those* * who have kept pace with 
the trial from Its inception early In the 
session. The charges as formulated by 
the House of Representatives and pre¬ 
sented to the Senate were in the nature 
of an Indictment, charging him wrlth 
high misdemeanor in office, and con¬ 
sisted of twelve articles or counts. The 
first three alleged that he had In sev¬ 
eral ln&tances certified to and collected 
various claims, and per diem for ex¬ 
penses Incurred In his circuit, when 
In point of fact the amounts were large¬ 
ly in excess of the sums expended. The 
two next counts charged him with un¬ 
lawfully, without compensation, using 
the cars of certain railroads, then In 
possession of a receiver appointed by 
him. The sixth and seventh raised 
the question of nonresidence In the 
district. The remaining five charged 
him with having unjustly a-nd un¬ 
lawfully fined or disqualified for 
practice in his court certain at¬ 
torneys for alleged contempt of 
court. The vote of the senators was 
taken by roll call upon each article 
and he was acquitted upon them all, 
there not having been a majority 
against him as to any of them, when 
under the constitution. It required the 
vote of two-thirds of the members pres¬ 
ent for conviction. 

The infrequency of coses of Impeach¬ 
ment. all of which come before the 
Senate as the court of sole Jurisdiction, 
has made the occurrence of one the ob¬ 
ject of wide Interest. The rare instances 
In w'hich there has been conviction 
from the difficulty of securing a 
verdict of two-thirds of the Senate, 
have made such prosecutions excep¬ 
tional In our history, the lost Instance 
having been the triad of Andrew John¬ 
son, President of the United Stages, 
and his acquittal by one vote. In the 
present Instance there was little room 
for question as to the facts In the 
charges against Judge Swayne, and he 
may be said to owe his acquittal to 
technical pleas as to the inflicting of the 
punishment Involved rather than to the 
absence of proof In Vegaxd to his 
dereliction. Upon the three first counts 
alleging his receipt of money intended 
to reimburse him for his expenses in 
excess of the amounts actually paid by 
him, he may be said to owe his acquit¬ 
tal to the fact that the practice with 
which he was charged Is that followed 
by many of the Judges of similar rank, 
who would have been aspersed by & 
verdict against the accused. The In¬ 
fluence of such officials and their 
friends was active in behalf of Judge 
Swayne. and It may be said that their 
sympathy extended to the otheT counts 
likew ise. Notwithstanding this, no one 
who has read the arraignment of this 
official by the able prosecutors of the 
court, comprising five members of the 
lower House, together with the testi¬ 
mony submitted, can fall to be im¬ 
pressed with the fact that Judge 
Swayne does not come up to the stan¬ 
dard of men who should fill such 
position. He goes acquit of penalty, 
but without moral justification In such 
unanimous verdict as such officer 
should command. It is in * effect a 
Scotch verdict of "not proven." 

From an early day after the adoption 
of the Constitution the tenure by which 
the Federal Judges hold office has been 
the subject of wide comment, especially 
the difficulty of holding such officers, 
in cases like this, to strict accounta¬ 
bility for their conduct as compared 
with others Invested with official re¬ 
sponsibility. Mr. Jefferson, In his 
memoir Written near the close of his 
life. In reviewing some of the salient 
features of the convention which formed 
the Federal Constitution, gives some 
interesting facts tn regard to the Fed¬ 
eral judicial system as therein formu¬ 
lated. After stating that an amend¬ 
ment had been offered as to the presi¬ 
dential term providing that the Presi¬ 
dent should be Ineligible for a third 
term, he passes to this clause relating 
to Judges, and says: "But there w*as 
another amendment of which some of 
us thought at the time and In the 
omission of which lurks the germ that 
is to destroy this happy combination 
of national powers In the General Gov¬ 
ernment for matters of national con¬ 
cern and Independent powers of the 
States for what concerns the States 
severally. In England It was a great 
point gained by the Revolution that the 
Commission of Judges which had hith¬ 
erto been during pleasure should 
thenceforth be during good behavior. 
A Judiciary dependent upon the will of 
the King had proved Itself the most 
oppressive of all tools In the hands of 
that magistrate. Nothing, then, could 
be more salutary than a change to the 
tenure of good behavior; and the ques¬ 
tion of good behavior left to the two 
houses of Parliament. Before the 
Revolution we were all good Whigs, 
cordial In their free principles and in 
I their Jealousies of their Executive Mag- 
| istrale. These jealousies are very ap¬ 


parent In our State Constitutions and 
In the General Government in this in¬ 
stance we have gone even beyond the 
English Constitution by requiring tw'O- 
(hlrds In one of our houses for remov¬ 
ing a Judge, a vote so impossible where 
any defense is made before men of 
ordinary prejudices and passions that 
our Judges are effectually independent 
of the nation. But this ought not to 
be. 1 would not, indeed, make them 
dependent on the Executive, but I 
deem it indispensable that they should 
be submitted to some practical and Im¬ 
partial control and that this to be Im¬ 
partial must be compounded of a mix¬ 
ture of State and Federal authorities." 
How this was to be done he did not 
say. but adds: "It Is not enough that 
honest men are appointed Judges. All 
know the Influence of Interest on the 
mind of man and how unconsciously 
his Judgment Is warped by that influ¬ 
ence. To this bias add that of esprit 
de corps, of their peculiar maxim and 
creed that 'It Is the office of a good 
Judge to enlarge his jurisdiction.'" 

The history of the Judiciary since 
Jefferson's day fairly Illustrates his 
wisdom In foreseeing the dangers which 
have developed and are so conspicu¬ 
ously shown In the Swayne case. In 
which the accused has so largely had 
the advantage of that esprit de corps of 
the ermine which has led Judge Par¬ 
dee and others to rally to his defense so 
effectively. 

George S. Bout well. 

Ex-Gov. George S. Bout well, w ho died 
yesterday at Groton, Mass., had a re¬ 
markable career. Bom In January. 1818, 
he had recently passed his eighty- 
seventh birthday. In the beginning of 
his public life he was a Democrat, and 
rose to the rank of a leader of that 
party In Ma<?sachU8ett®. He was twice 
the Democratic candidate for Governor, 
and was twice defeated, but he was 
elected in 1851, and again In 1852, by a 
coalition with the Free-aoll party. 

Gov. Boutwell broke with the Demo¬ 
crats in 1854. In consequence of the re¬ 
peal of the Missouri compromise, and 
helped to organize the Republican 
party. He was the first Commissioner 
of Internal RevdrfW, and afterward 
served three terms In the lower house 
of Congress. During his last term 
In the House he was one of the man¬ 
agers for the impeachment of President 
Johnson, and made a speech which at¬ 
tracted much attention. It contained 
an allusion to a "hole In the eky," which 
was the occasion of some hilarity at 
the time. It Is worthy of mention that 
he died on the day which marked the 
acquittal of Judge Swayne. 

Mr. Boutwell was Secretary of the 
Treasury in Gen. Grant's first term, 
and afterward served in the Senate. In 
his hist days he was distinguished for 
his opposition to imperialistic tenden¬ 
cies. and was the president of the Anti- 
Imperial League. He was the author 
of a number of books, one of w’hich 
was "Sixty Years In Public Life," con¬ 
taining many Interesting reminiscences.

Some of them doubt- 
lea* will be regarded as legitimate En¬ 
glish before many years have passed, 
Just cm many words that are recog¬ 
nized a* polite to-day wore once out¬ 
casts. Since William Shakespeare's day 
this absorption of slang Into English 
speech has been so continuous that 
even his learned brain would be be¬ 
wildered could he revisit these glimpses 
of the moon and listen to the language 
"as she is spoke" In this. Twentieth cen¬ 
tury. It 1® barely possible that the 
very police captains w f ho had so com¬ 
prehensive a vocabulary of synonyms 
for "money" could give forth a torrent 
of language that he could not under¬ 
stand at all. It would be Interesting to 
note the expression of dismay that his 
fcce would assume under th» circum¬ 
stance*. He would either consider him¬ 
self a ridiculous old dolt or an un¬ 
lettered child, or he would make a 
hurried start for the elongated wood¬ 
lands. __

SUGGESTION OF FOUL FLAY. 


Atlanta, Ga.. Feb. 27.—[Special.]—For 
some unknown reason, presumably 
financial disaster, a young man who 
gave his name as George F. Morris 
(but w'ho wa* George F. Matthews), 
and his home as Louisville, Ky.. sent 
a bullet through his body near the 
heart this afternoon about 5 o’clock 
in the room* of one of the Inmates at 17 
Collins street. 

Officers J. L. Bradley and J. A. 
Mulner, who were near by, heard the 
report of the revolver and w r ent to 
the scene. In nn open room they found 
the young man lying on a bed with his 
clothes on, gasping for life. In a few 
minutes he was dead. "He never ut¬ 
tered a w'ord. The revolver, a 38-cali¬ 
ber Iver-Johnson, was smoking by his 
side, and his shirt and the bed cloth¬ 
ing were on fire. The officers quickly 
extinguished the flames. 

Coroner Thompson was immediately 
notified, and he will hold au Inquest 
to-morrow at the establishment of Hll- 
burn & Poole, undertakers, where the 
body lies. 

Mildred Lunday, the woman In whose 
room the man died, gave the following 
account of the supposed suicide: 

• • • 

Wentt To Woman He Knew. 


"We were all eating dinner. It was 
about 4 o'clock when Morris, whom I 
knew, came in and asked for me. I left 
the table and he asked If he could lie 
dow*n In my room. He was under the 
Influence of whisky. That’s all 1 know 
about the affair, except that when he 
chme in he naked me to call up a num¬ 
ber over the 'phone for him and tell 
who ever answered he wouldn't be 
there. I forgot the number." 

The man who gives his name ns Mor¬ 
ris had been in this city about three 
weeks. He boarded at 58 East Ellis 
street. He was a man of pleasing ad¬ 
dress, of good nature and was always 
well dressed. H* told his friends that 
he hod three brothers In Louisville who 
were in the whisky business. The let¬ 
ters In the dead man’s pocket were all 
from Atlanta and were addressed to 
George F. Morris. Detective Ozburn, 
oil learning of the supposed suicide, be¬ 
gan an investigation. In company with 
a Mason—the deceased wore a Masonic 
badge and claimed to be a Mason—he 
went out to the boarding-house and 
searched through his belongings, which 
were packed In a grip.

Letters To G. F. Matthews. 


“I don’t believe his name was Mor¬ 
ris,” said the detective, after his search. 
"All of his papers, letters and other 
things show that his real name was 
George F. Matthews, of 614 Gray street, 
Louisville. In these papers were a num¬ 
ber of duns for money, aggre¬ 
gating quite a sum. There were pawn 
tickets for his watch. Masonic pin and 
his overcoat. Now, financial ruin may 
have caused him to commit suicide, 
but 1 am not certain that It was a 
suicide. 

"I base my opinion on these facts. 
First, 1 don’t believe a man of such 
respectability as he seemed to be would 
have killed himself in such a place as 
that. I don't believe he would leave 
th. rooty open. He couldn’t have shot 
himself with his right hand very well, 
as the bullet Is on his left side, point¬ 
ing to the right; mid, again, if he 
pawned his watch, his Masonic pin and 
his overcoat why didn't he pawn his 
pistol? 

"I can’t and won’t say he didn't com¬ 
mit suicide, but I think there is n pos¬ 
sibility-even a strong probability— 
that there fwas foul play, and 1 Intend 
to investigate and probe until 1 find 
the true solution." 


FAMILY PROSTRATED.

Major Patrick Ridge, night chief of 
police, received a telegram from At¬ 
lanta.

The news was broken to H. C. Mat¬ 
thews. father of the missing man, by 
a reporter, It being the first tidings re¬ 
ceived by the family since Mr. Mat¬ 
thews' disappearance. The family of 
the dead man were agonized over the 
death of the son and brother, none of 
them being able to realize the truth of 
the news. H. C. Matthews. h!s father, 
said: "I cannot, say anything about the 
matter now*, for k has come on u* su 
suddenly that none of ua can think 
about It yet." Mrs. Matthews was not 
at home, but had been sent for. 

At a few minutee before 11 o'clock a 
telegram from the undertaker In At¬ 
lanta wa* received by the family, ask¬ 
ing for Instructions us to. the disposi¬ 
tion to be made of the ibody. They 
were wired to send the body to LoU\ls- 
vlile.

Disappeared Three Weeks Ago. 


George F. Matthew's dlsapnoared 
from the knowledge of his family and 
friends three weeks ago under extra¬ 
ordinary circumstances. He hod been 
out on the evening of February 7, and 
after escorting his young companion 
home, he disappeared. Search was In¬ 
stituted by his friends, but nothing 
could be learned of his whereabouts. 

Matthews was a bookkeeper In the 
employ of Clegg & Co., and after his 
disappearance his books were exam¬ 
ined with care, disclosing the fact that 
they were In unusually good shape and 
that there could be no financial trouble 
back of his sudden departure. Clegg 
& Co. gave Matthews an unusually 
good reputation and said that in hav¬ 
ing an examination of the books made 
they were actuated more by a wish to 
make his reputation clear than by any 
doubt of his honesty. 

As far as the family of Mr. Matthews 
know, there was no reason why he 
should have wished to leave home, and 
they will make strong efforts to learn 
more about his disappearance.

Matthews’ Employer Surprised. 


F. A. Clegg, employer of Mr. Mat¬ 
thew's, when told of the tragic death of 
bis former employe last night, seemed 


greatly shocked at the news. He had 
not heard of the suicide, and could 
hardly credit the report. Mr. Matthews 
had always been a trusted employe, 
Mr. Clegg said, and the firm had been 
greatly surprised when he disappeared 
three weeks ago. He had had full 
charge of the books and cash of the 
Arm. and wdiile It was not thought that 
a shortage would be found, the firm 
had put an expert on the books as soon 
its It was finally determined that he 
had disappeared, so as to shield his 
name, should ut>y question arise as to 
his honesty. The expert has been work¬ 
ing on the books 6lnce Mr. Matthews 
left Louisville, and no discrepancies 
have yet been found. Mr. Clegg said 
last night that the work of examining 
tin* books has not yet been completed, 
but so far no entries of a peculiar or 
suspicious nature have been found. 

Mr. Clegg would not sayi why the 
work of examining the books has con¬ 
sumed so much time, but said that it 
was not a sign that the books were In 
bad shape. . 

Mr. Matthews was twenty-seven 
years old, and besides his parents, he 
leaves three brothers nnd two sisters, 
ranging In age from thirty years to 
fourteen. After the Inquest In Atlanta 
the body will be sent to Louisville 

HEREDITARY RIGHT 


TO SLAUGHTER ALL CATTLE IN 
HAVANA UPHELD. 


United States Court Decides Grant of 
Monopoly By Spanish Crown 
Valid. 


New York, Feb. 27.—In a recent suit 
brought by Marfa Francisca O’Reilly, 
Countess of Buena Vista. Cuba, against 
MaJ. Gen. John E. Brooke, U. S. A., for 
$250,000 damages for having, while Gov¬ 
ernor General of Cuba, deprived her of 
the hereditary right of the slaughter of 
all the cattle for the city of Havana. 
Judge Holt In the United States Circuit 
Court to-day overruled a demurrer filed 
by Charles W. Russell, ns special As¬ 
sistant Attorney Generul, representing 
Gen. Brooke, claiming that the facts 
alleged In the complaint did not con¬ 
stitute a cause of action. 

Judge Holt. In his opinion, say* that 
the slaughtering right was purchased 
from the Spanish crown in 1728 by an 
ancestor of the plaintiff, who thereby 
became hereditary High Sheriff of Ha¬ 
vana. with the perpetual privilege of 
slaughtering all the cattle killed in the 
city of Havana, and that this property 
right remained until the Spanish War. 

In May. 1S99. the island of Cuba was 
under the military Jurisdiction of the 
United States under the treaty of Pari* 
made on December 10, 1899, the opinion 
States, and quotes a provision of the 
treaty which reads: "The relinquish¬ 
ment of Spanish sovereignty shall not 
tie held to Impair the property or rights 
W'hich by lew belong to the peaceable 
possession of property of all kinds of 
private Individuals of whatsoever na¬ 
tionality such individuals may be."

OF CATHEDRAL 


“MECCA FOR PROTESTANTS’' 


Consecrated In Berlin In Presence of 
Emperor Wilifam and Many 
Americans. 


Berlin, Feb. 27.—Emperor William'* 
"Mecca for Protestants," the evangeli¬ 
cal cathedral here, was consecrated to¬ 
day In the presence of a most brilliant 
assemblage, among whom were de-e- 
gate* from all the Protestant nations* 
The service was simple and stately, and 
was enriched with wonderful music. 
Bishop Potter, of New York, and a long 
Ltet of American clergy sent a long tel¬ 
egram of rongra-tillation to the Emper¬ 
or. 

The nave was filled with hundreds o| 
well known persons. Including member® 
of the court dad in scarlet In gold, blue 
and white, black and yellow , and a 
maze of other color corhblnations. Th® 
Ambassadors and their wive*, including 
Mr. and Mrs, Tower, sat on the first 
bench below the chancel with Chancel¬ 
lor von Buelow In the center. Behind 
him were the diplomat* of lesser Tank* 
members of the Cabinet and foreign 
clergy, among them being the Bishop i 
of Ripon, with many orders, Scandina¬ 
vian preacher*, white ruffs around their 
necks of the time of Oustavus Adolphus. 
Swiss ministers with lawn cravats fall¬ 
ing over black cassocks, and of the 
Americans Prof. Francis Brown, of 
Union Theological Seminary, in a plain 
black gown; the Rev. J. H. Prlgh, pas¬ 
tor of the Grace Reformed church of 
Pittsburg: the Rev, J. J HHsrhmann, 
pastor of St. Peter Evangelical Luther¬ 
an Germhn church of Brooklyn, N. Y. t 
and the Rev. Dr. Dickie, pastor of the 
American church inf Berlin. In black 
with crimson banda. Behind those wer® 
placed according to precedence a great 
number of General* purple-robed Sena¬ 
tors and academy officials. 

The Emperor find Emprceu. having on 
one side of them Prince Arthur of Con¬ 
naught. and on the other Crown Prlno® 
Frederick of Denmark, with thirty-'.w<j 
Princes and Princesses of German 
States, siit in the gnllery opposite th® 
altar, attended by herald* In parti-col¬ 
ored costumes, with enormous plumed 
bat*. 

The Emperor received the American 
delegates nt the palace during the nf- 
ternejon. Ambassador Tower introduce 
them to the Emperor, who talked w'Lh 
*ach of them about their work In Amer¬ 
ica He said he was much gratified 
that they had come, and at the relation® 
existing between Germany and th® 
United States. The Rev. J. J. Beisch- 
-mann gave the Emperor greeting* of 
th* young people of bis church, and th® 
Emperor sent his in return. 

The Americans were also presented 
to the Empress. The American dele¬ 
gate* were Invited tn Dr. Dryander’s 
residence on Sunday evening. They will 
be the guests of the Emperor at a large 
dinner at the palnc® to-night, w ill lunch 
with Aml>oesa<l<*r mid Mm Tow*er to¬ 
morrow. and will din? with Dr. Btudt, 
the Minister of Ecclesiastical Affair^ 
to-morrow evening.

Look 
at the sinner under conviction with 
anxiety upon his countenance. He 
would give worlds if only his sins were 
pardoned." 

The speaker gave a wonderful word 
painting of the dying sinner, his final 
exit from this world nnd entrance into 
eternal misery, banished from the pres¬ 
ence Of God. 

"How vast the contrast," said the 
speaker, "is the dying Christian.

He called on 
the sinners to turn toward Ood before 
It Is too late. He declared there were 
many In the churches who were self-de^ 
celved and were traveling toward the 
grave with only the vain hope of the 
hypocrite. He said there was an awful 
fate awaiting that person In the church 
devoid of sincerity and piety and who 
had no regard for the souls pf others 
The speaker said many of the women 
In the church were too much engrossed 
In their euchre games to work for 
Christ.

WEATHER TO CONTINUE FAIR. 


Great masses and fields of ice from 
the gorges aibove Louisville which broke 
Sunday passed here yesterday and were 
swept over the fails. Conditions have 
been such during the past few days, 
however, that practically no damage 
was done in this harbor, and the river 
men having property In the neighbor¬ 
hood of the falls, do not fear any par- 
tioulaj* trouble. The ice will be carried 
over the falls, they believe, without 
sinking many of the coal barges at the 
Pumpkin patch or injuring the floats 
and wharf boats tied up at -the river 
bank at Louisville. 

The gorges have broken all the way 
up the river between here and twenty 
miles of Cincinnati, but above that 
point the gorges are still holding. The 
Cincinnati gorge was the worst Jn the 
river and when it breaks, as it Is ex¬ 
pected -to do in the next few days, dam¬ 
age may be done to the boats in that 
vicinity. The gilvlng way of the gorges 
caused temporary rises Jn the river 
here, the water which has been held 
bock by the dams constructed by na¬ 
ture sweeping down and carylng the lee 
with ft. The rises are what are known 
as false rise® and yesterday the river 
fell steadily. It is expected, however, 
to begin to rise slowly tewmorrow, and 
the increase In the volume of water 
will assist in carrying the ice below 
the falls.

Inches, smnshing the best records ever 
recorded. 

Tn© feat of Coe is no sunprls© to those 
who know the man. Probably there is no 
athlete In the world who has made a 
closer study of shot putting, not only 
from an athletic point of view, but also 
from a scientific basis, that Is, In getting 
from his side, his shoulder and his leg, all 
the power, motion and leverage that 
would assist him in putting the shot a 
good distance. 

Ooe first came to the front when a stu¬ 
dent at a private school in Massachu¬ 
setts. when he won tho interschalastlc 
champiomhlp. He had a habit, in compe¬ 
tition. of qualifying for the finals, and 
after his opponents had put the shot Oc*e 
hml the distance neceorary for him to put 
it he shot to wfn. measured out, and 
then he placed a piece of paper exactly 
on The spot that Vie would have to put 
tile shot to win. Nine cases out of ten 
Ooe would win the event, and the shot 
would alight exactly on the paper. 

In lft>i Coo wvnt to Oxford rnlverslty. 
England, to study, ami while there tw'Ve 
w r on the Oxford-thtrrobrldge championship 
for the shot put and hammer throw's, and 
his rooord of 43 feet 5V4 Inches for putting 
the al»ot remains aa an Oxford-Cambridge 
record. Then tn 1901 and HKC, Coe w\>n 
the English championship with puls of 46 
feet &V4 Incites and 42 feet, respectively. 

t’pon his return to America :n 19UB he 
decided to give up competitive Athletics, 
but the game had too strong a hold on 
him ami he did not. In lftd he won the 
New England cluimplonship. and on July 
«, 1904, put the shot 48 feet 7 Inches at the 
New England A. A. U championships, 
thereby establishing a newr world's rec- 
ord* toil the record was not allowed ow¬ 
ing to a technicality. Coe then -entered 
and competed in the Olympic games, be¬ 
ing defeated by Raty/h Rose, who put the 
shot 48 feet 7 Inches, while Coe’s best put 
was 47 feet 4 Inches. Again at the Bos¬ 
ton A. A. garnets. February 11. Rose met 
and defeated Coe, putting the shot 47 
feet 7 Inches, while Coe’s l»est put was 
46 feet 10 Inchrp. 

Coe Is a well-built athlete, standing 5 
feet 30 inches in height, and weighs 2D0 
pounds.

Athletics tn Australia are similar to 
those found in England, Ireland and Scot¬ 
land. The more are all run on turf, and 
os the turf course to not as good In Aus¬ 
tralia. as it to In England visiting athletes 
fare badly until they become accustomed 
to cross-country sprinting. 

The first race that Duffey contested in, 
tho luO-yard championship of Victoria, the 
former champion was defeated In the slow 
time of :10 2-5. lie then started In the 75- 
yard handicap, and. being on scratch, was 
defeated in the jfhenomenal time of .V7 2-5. 
winning second place. 

Duffey had not been off ahiptooard a 
week before he ran his first race. In 
other words he still retained his srei legs, 
and ell the sprinting he got was the short 
work performed on shipboard while sail¬ 
ing from England to Australia Then Duf¬ 
fey could not hAve won the 75-yard dash, 
for In order to do so he would have been 
compelled to break the worid’s record of

One of the greatest pleasures of foreign 
handicajjpcrs Is to put an American 
sprinter on soratirt* In a 100- yard dash and 
string men out tn front of him from Uvo 
to fifteen yards. In 1901 Duffey competed 
In a race at Wales, and the champion of 
the district was given a handicap of four¬ 
teen yard**, but Duffey was equal to the 
occasion, and stealing the start on the 
gun won out- And so the case Is in A us. 
tralla. From the record* of the recent 
Australian championships the fastest man 
In the Antipodal oaiwiort do better than 
ten seconds for the hundred. In that case 
the handicapping on Duffey must resem¬ 
ble the advance handicaps of a holiday 
event in England. In chart the marks given 
range from one yard to nine In a 75-yard 
dash. 

As soon aa Duffey regains bis form and 
becomes acclimated he should win the 
scratch events with regularity, and as for

GEN.SHERMAN SEIZED COTTON 


SUIT TO SELL FOURTH-AVENUE 
EOT FOR $20,400. 


ULLRICH WILL CONTESTED. 


Collation of the long-ponding war 
claim for $128,692.22 held by the 
of Warren Mitchell agaJntk the United 
States Covemmont is about ip h^ ac¬ 
complished by E. K. Feimebaker, a* the 
administrator. Mr. Pennebak-'r yester¬ 
day morning In the County iTourt gwve 
the minanriiy bond of $130,000 to receive 
the money, In order that he might dts- 
burse it to the fourteen heirs who live 
in Florida, Georgia and Indiana. 

The claim was allowed by a special 
act of Congress. being an Item in the 
reoently-pest^on Omnibus Bill, signed 
Saturday by President Kaojtevolt. For 
forty-one years proceedings, both lf*g®l 
and legislative, have been on foot for 
collection. This is the second time the 
claim has been allowed by the lower 
house. Before the war Mr. Mitchell 
was one of the largest pork packers In 
Louisville. He wa* also well known In 
business circles after the.war. and for 
a number of years was a .wsticc <«f 
the Peace: He died In 1S99. mining 
Samuel Russell, former bank president, 
as executor of his will. Upon Mr. Rus¬ 
sell** death Mr. Pennebaker Qualified 
as administrator. 

Just before tho beginning of the war 
Mr. Mitchell had sold a large amount of 
goods in New Orleaiu*. Becoming fear¬ 
ful after the outbreak of hostilities that 
he would be unable to realize upon 
these accounts, ho started for New Or¬ 
leans, securing a pa?» from Gen. An 
derson. commander of the Department 
of Kentucky, through the Confederate 
lines. Upon h-ls arrival In New Orleans 
Mr. Mitchell secured 724 bales of cot¬ 
ton In satisfaction of his accounts. As 
he was unable to dtepo** of the cotton 
because of the blockade, he shipped It to 
Savannah ami had It stored. When 
Gen. Sherman arrived In Savannah 
after he made his march to the f*»*a he 
seized the cotton, along with a quantity 
of other private property, and con¬ 
fiscated It for the Government. When 
sold, the cotton brought $128,682.22. And 
the money was paid Into the United 
States Treasury. 

Mr Mitchell soon after the war se¬ 
cured the service* of John M. Harlan, 
now on the Supreme bench, ioriktterapt 
to recover the money. Suit was brought 
in the United Slates Cour* of Claims, 
but the case was lost. The same result 
attended an appeal taken to the Su¬ 
preme Count. Both courts agreed as to 
the Justice of the claim, but certain le¬ 
gal technicalities prevented them from 
finding for Mr. Mitchell The fight to 
get the claim through by special act 
was then begun.

FIRE DISASTROUS. 

Cash, As Well As Mr. Cray’s Furmii- 
ture. Destroyed. 

The fire which destroyed the resi¬ 
dence of Edward (’rumbo, on the Sil¬ 
ver Hills west of New Albany, and 
occupied by George W. Gray and his 
family, Sunday night was much more 
disastrous than at first reported. Mr.

He had Insurance to the 
amount of 32,600. The house was valued 
33,500. and Mr. Crumbo, the owner, 
held insurance to the amount of $2,200 
In the Western Underwriters.

In McKnisflit Case Reach 
District Attorney. 


CONFERS WITH GOV. BRADLEY. 


MEADE COUNTY DISTILLERS 
SURRENDER THEMSELVES. 


WARRANTS HAD BEEN ISSUED. 


Part of the papers In the application 
for a pardon for J. M. McKnlght. who 
Is now serving sentence In the Federal 
penitentiary nt Atlanta, Ga., for em¬ 
bezzling national bank funds, have 
reached R. D. HIM, the District Attor¬ 
ney. The remainder will follow prob¬ 
ably to-day or to-morrow. Under In¬ 
structions from the Department of Jus¬ 
tice at Washington, these papers will 
he carefully examined by Mr. Hill and 
Judge Walter Evans. In accordance 
with custom In such cases the pardon 
of McKnlght will depend largely on 
whether or not the application papers 
are Indorsed by both the trial Judge 
and prosecuting attorney. 

Mr. Hill said yesterday that he did 
not know when Judge Evans and he 
would take the case up. as th*re was 
a great deal of business in the office 
that required their attention. No time 
is specified when the papers must be 
returned to Washington, and It Is high¬ 
ly probable that the officials will take 
their time In looking over the papers. 

Former Gov. William O. Bradley, who 
has been pushing the pardon matter at 
Washington, and who is responsible for 
the reopening of the case by the De¬ 
partment of Justice, was in consulta¬ 
tion with Mr. Hill yesterday, but 
neither would say what occurred at, the 
conference. After the conference Mr. 
Bradley said that he absolutely had no 
assurance either from the authorities 
at Washington or In Louisville that the 
application would result in the pardon 
of his client. He said he had done ev¬ 
erything In his power to secure a par¬ 
don and would continue to do so. but 
he could only await the final result. 
The Department of Justice refused to 
reopen the case after being urged twice 
to do so by Mr. Bradley. He then 
Fought President Roosevelt, who or¬ 
dered the Department of Justice to re¬ 
open the case and report to him. All 
that the former Governor would say 
w’as that he was hopeful of securing a 
pardon for McKnlght. 

SURRENDER TO MARSHAL. 


Charles M. Smith and D. R. Stull, 
Charged With Violating Revenue 
Laws. 

Charles M. Smith and D. R. Stull, 
charged with the illicit operation of 
apple brandy distilleries In Meade 
county, appeared in the office of Dr. A. 
D. James, the United States Marshal, 
yesterday and surrendered to him. 
They were taken before Henry F. Cas¬ 
ein. the commissioner, and held to an¬ 
swer to the Federal grand jury In the 
sum of $1,000 each. The bonds were 
promptly given and the men returned 
to their home In the afternoon. War¬ 
rants for the arrest of Smith and Stull 
were issued last week, and were In the 
hands of William Blades, Deputy Unit¬ 
ed States Marshal. On hearing that 
warrants were out for their arrest, the 
men came to the city on their' on ac¬ 
cord. 

Charles M. Smith Is a partner In the 
distillery at Brandenburg with Thomas 
J. Greenwell, who was Indicted at iho 
special* session of the Federal grand 
Jury three weeks ago and confessed to 
the Illicit sale of brandy In large quan¬ 
tities. Smith also own* the distillery 
at Andyyllle, where similar state of af¬ 
fairs was found to exi»t by revenue 
agents. Stull Is an employe at the dis¬ 
tilleries. The charges are that brandy 
was made and sold at the distilleries 
without the tax being paid on It- 

Farmer Bankrupt. 

Robert A. Evans, a farmer, of Simp¬ 
son county, filed a voluntary petition 
In bankruptcy in the United States 
Clerk s office yesterday. He gives his 
liabilities at $6,400.49, of which amount 
$3,195.08 is secured. His assets are 
placed at $6,826.50, consisting of a farm, 
farming Implements and other personal 
property. He claims the usual exemp¬ 
tions.

Paid In Salvage By Own¬ 
ers of Logs. 


MANY ESCAPE THEIR BOOMS. 


TWENTY-FIVE CENTS SALVAGE 
ON EACH LOG CAPTURED. 


ICE CAUSED GREAT LOSS. 


That "K la an 111 wind that blows no¬ 
body good'* Is demonstrated along the 
Kentucky and <>hIo rivers aatd their 
tributaries at this season of the year. 
Especially is this a fact along the Ken¬ 
tucky river, from which comes a va^t 
amount of timber to feed the mills and 
manufactories, from Its source to the 
mouth of the Ohio ami MisKlt>sippi 
river*. The cold winter, which fifled 
the rivers with ice gorges, proved a 
loss to logging companies and Individ^ 
uals # but a source of profit to men living 
along the river*. By a provision of the 
State law, a salvage of twenty-five 
cents a log Is provided for all who oap- 
ture the stray lumber logs that escape 
from their booms, and many hundreds 
of logs have been broken loose from 
their moorings during the past month 
and carried away by the tee. 

Along the Kentucky river, from Its 
source to its mouth, there are hundreds 
of log booms, and from nearly all of 
them logs have escaped and floated 
away down the stream, offering an op¬ 
portunity to any one who can summon 
the energy' and nerve necessary to cap¬ 
ture and haul ashore the truant log. 
The law doea not designate who shall 
take the salvage, but makes it lawful 
for any one to drag the timber to the 
bank and make it fast, to be claimed 
by its owner, whose mark or number 
is always stamped on the end of the 
log. 

» • • 

Big Salvage Paid. 


Louisville sawmill men estimate that 
logs worth $2,000,000 come out of Ken¬ 
tucky river alone each year, and that 
during the present winter half that 
number are now In boorm along that 
stream. Reports that nre coming from 
the logging sections, from Clay City to 
its mouth, Indicate that each boom has 
suffered some loss. This lose i» a gain 
to those who capture the strays, wheth¬ 
er they be Individuals or companies. 
The reports are not sufficiently accu¬ 
rate to furnish a basis for an accurate 
estimate of the number of logs which 
have-esesiped, but It Is «w.fe to sny that 
the salvage wilt amount up In the thou¬ 
sands of dollars. The salvage from this 
source would every year amount to a 
much I'arger sum were It not for the 
fact that there are what Is known ns 
booming crews stationed along the Ken¬ 
tucky river, whose business It Is to cap¬ 
ture floating timber. These crews are 
maintained by a company that makes a 
bu8inctf« of cutting timber along the 
Kentucky river, and the firm is of such 
extent that it has secured certain legis¬ 
lation that Its territory, which covcts 
many miles along the river. Is exempt 
from the State law regarding salvage. 
If a log Is captured within the prescrib¬ 
ed territory* of the company, there is no 
salvage for it, but the log must be 
turned over to the crew as its property. 
A stray log must float out of this terri¬ 
tory before salvage can be claimed.

The disposition of the stray timber 
logs that are caught along the rivers 
Is f=ame'tlm**s a problem for their own- 
era. and is Always troublesome. Tt 1* 
necessary for the owners to send out 
their agents in search of the firm’s 
mark on the esrapes, and when the 
log !rt found It must be sold to some 
Individual or rnwmlll company, or It is 
a dead loss. The expense of shipping 
stray logs by rail, either back up or 
down the river. Is too great to make 
such disposition of them profitable, and 
for this reason a sale is a)way* sought 
at the point nearest where the log is 
found. In some instances, where a 
great many logs from n single boom 
get nwny and are captured, the owner 
sets up a temporary mill and paws It 
up. I* el ling or shipping the lumber, as 
th^ occasion requires, hut this is sel¬ 
dom the case, as legs In nearly every 
Instance scatter far and wide when 
th» j v escape from their booms. 

E. B. Norman, general manager or 
the Ohio ltlver Sawmill Company, said 
yesterday that the system followed by 
the logging and booming companies of 
the up-river sections make* It almost 
impossible for ninny logs to escape their 
territory, but that many logs come out 
of creek* and nmnll tributary stream*) 
that never get Into the closely-guarded 
territory* of the organized companies, i 
and that these logs furnish a large j 
salvage.
